$100,000 to Fund 



$10,000,000 
Is Sought 
For Children 



Toronin, January 1!). — Canada's 
university studenls have been nfkcd 
tn contribute a minimum of SlOO,- 
nnn for the cducntianal and mater- 
ial relief of students in the war- 
scattered countries of Europe and 
Asia, Dr. Marcus Lohr, chairman 
pf the Canadian Committee of the 
International Student Service, an- 
nounced here today. 
; This campaign will be part of the 
widclyopublicizcd Canadian Appeal 
for Children being undcrtal<cd 
jointly by the Canadian Council lor 
ncconstruction (hroush UNESCO 
and the United Nations Appeal (or 
Children to supply food, clothinR 
and medical supplies to school 
children and students and equip- 
ment for the reconstruction of 
schools and universities in dcvast- 
cd lands. 

Tackllns its huge job with the 
authority of the Canadian Govern- 
nirnt and the United Nations, the 
national appeal committee has en- 
listed the help of numerous or- 
saniznlions in Canad.'i. and the ISS 
has been sivrn the l:i?k of canvass- 
Ins the Dominions universities and 
collracs. ^ 

A tentative objective of S.'iO.nOfl 
was set by the second Canadian ISS 
Conference held in November at 
the .Ajiix division of the U of T, 
but with the announcement of the 
SIO.OOO.OOO country-wide appeal, 
the ISS drive received new impe- 
tus. Announcing a doubliiiR of the 
objective. Dr. Lour said he felt 
that "the general ^ublic would 
look to th nation's universities to 
take a lead in the Canadian Ap- 
peal (or Children." 

February has been 'set aside by 
Canada's 22 seats of higher Irarn- 
ing as ISS Month, and each local 
committee will organize their cam- 
paign at the time of the month most 
suilnble to the particular unlvcr- 
sityl The $100.000 has been es- 
tablished on the basis o( approNi- 
malely one dollar per student, 
plus contributions from faculty 
members and alumni. 

While the ISS in the universities 
is a part n( the Canadian Appeal 
for Children, and actually of a 
world appeal' Canadian students 
may rest assured that when they 
contribute to the ISS their contri" 
butions will go directly to the re- 
lief of university students in Eu- 
rope and Asia. 



NCSV Council 
Received By 
Hon. M. Gregg 



In one of his first ofliciai acts 
since being appointed Dominion 
Minister of Veterans' A((air8i the 
Hon. Milton Gregg, recently ' re- 
ceived a five-man delecalion (rom 
the National Council of Student 
Veterans, at his office in Ottawa. 
Mr. Gregg promised to civc "early 
consideration" to the problems laid 
before him, which included a re- 
quest for increased grants. Repre- 
senting McGill on the council was 
Wyndham II. Strover, president of 
the McGill NCSV. 

The council, in its brief, told the 
minister that an increase in the 
training grants to veterans, es- 
pecially those with dependants, 
was necessary or they would be 
forced to discontinue their courses 
because of the rising cost of living. 

The council spolce for 34,000 
veterans In training acrniss Canada. 

Gre?R told the dolc;;ation he be- 
lieved tlial some of the problem.' 
of the vrtciaiis rniild be cased by 
use (if cxiftinK non-veteran loan 
beiiclils and the newly - established 
Services Benevolent Funds. Other 
difficulties, ho said, could be solved 
under present D.W.A. rcRulations. 

GreRK, who was hc,id of the Uni- 
versity of New Brunswick before 
joinnig the Dominion Cabinet, as- 
sured the council that he was well 
aware of the problems confronting 
veterans today and that they would 
receive his early attention.

Hart House Debate 
Features C. D. Howe 

Toronlo January 22, CUP 
At a recent Hart House debate, on 
the subject of Federal Housing, 
the Hon. C. D. Howe. Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, was present 
to give information on the Federal 
Housing Policy. The result of the 
debate, who.^e official resolution 
read. "That this house condemns 
the Federal Housing Policy," was 
that the motion was carried, 115 
<o .54. Mr. Howe commented, "This 
is the only Liberal defeat since 
1D.10." 

• During the debate Mr. Howe an- 
swered the charges of Dana Porter. 
Ontario Planning Development 
Minister, who suggested that the 
Federal government was "ham- 
stringing" the private builder. Mr. 
Howe replied that the municipal- 
ities impose restrictions on the pro- 
vincial government. He added that 
housing will be a problem for many 
years. Though the Federal Housing 
policy aims at the construction of 
80,000 houses, he guessed that the 
final figure would reach 78.000. This 
final figure places Canada second 
only to Sweden in houses per 
capita. .

Mr. Lesage was born In Montreal, 
where he attended elementary 
school. He continued his education 
in Quebec City at a seminary and 
received his degree in law at Laval 
University in 1934. He loot; p.nrt in 
his first debate at the iige .of .six- 
teen against Rnch Pinard of the 
Con.stltuency of Chambly Rouville. 
Mr. Lepage was elected to the Dom- 
inion Parliament (or the Constitu- 
ency of Montmagny L'lslet, which 
Is Godboiit's Constituency in the 
Provincial House.

It remains with 
tiie multitude of the living to resolve a new 
scheme of values in life, to create a purposcfu 
aim for the future, by justifying themselves ai 
humanistic cultured citizens, so that in the 
future, having iichieved these things they may 
say in all truth: —

Tlirough the medium of this 
column, 'Neils' Nielsen recently 
condemned the use of force by 
Palestinian Jews ' to acquire and 
defend what is rightfully theirs— 
a Jewish Homeland. It is trucly 
unfortunate that innocent people 
arc being maimed and killed in 
this despcrutc struggle which is 
involved In building a better world 
for millions. To hold, that the 
ralcstinians should abandon their 
cherished hopes and dreams merely 
on the ground that they have caus- 
ed a "furore" and several hun- 
dred have been killed in the Holy 
I<and, Is by far unreasonable to a 
people who have Just seen six mil- 
lion of their nwii flesh and blood 
tortured and murdered in concen- 
tration camps like ordinary cattle. 



Words and international agree- 
ments have alwaya proven to be 

pathetically Ineffective. One of 
the most significant lessons of' the 
present age is that the use of 
force is sometimes inescapable if 
peace is to be maintained, decen- 
cy preserved, and one's rights and 
liberties defended. This weapon 
of force is one of which the Jews 
have constantly avoided for nearly 
two thousand years and, as a re- 
sult, have been too easy a mark 
for their cncmlts. The Palestinian 
Jew, at last, recognizes that cons- 
tant dbsenslon artd conflict . is. 
and has been, the fire under the 
boiler of democracy. He now firm- 
ly believes in that brave saying of 
a brave people,: "Better to die on 
your feet than, to die on your 
Knees!" 

These "terrorists" may resort to 
the sword but. when he does, he 
is not filled with hatred against 



those individuals whom he attacks 
He states those individuals, not as 
people, but as rymbols representing 
ideas of interests wliich he bC' 
lioves to be inimical to the wcl 
fare of the* people. 

To the general pubic, these Jews 
may appear to be persons of vlo 
Ic'icc. But if Ihcy arc stormy and 
fighting on the outside, inside they 
possess a rare :nncr peace. It is that 
tranquility that can come' only from 
consistency of conscience and con 
duct. 

An outstanding prayer of the 
Bible, I believe, expresses to 
larjjc extent the Jew's hopes, aspir 
ations. dreams and philosophy: 

"Lord make me an instrument 
of Thy peace; where there Is hatr- 
ed, let me sow love; where there Is 
dispalr. hope; where there la dark- 
ness, light; and where there Is 
sadness, Joy."

Beware of Art

I^ECENT books upon thé us< of words have helped 

people to detect the slanted statement, the words 
that purr and the false report. The, objectives of 
the humbug editorial and commercial advertising 
hoo-haw are revealed to those who question the 
meaning of words. For example, could you explain 
what is meant by "the endearing charm of graceful 
simplicity, timeless, classic good taste"? It happens 
to describe an object of daily use, which in the 
same advertisement is also called by variation 
''feminine and flower-fresh. Believe it or not, the 
reference Is a silver plated spoon. The appeal Is 
made to the Rullible reader. The thoughtful reader 
who might reflect upon the genuineness of anything 
needing such a description is still so rare he is dis- 
regarded by the advertisers. 

|N the design of objects, shape, texture, color arid 
ornament give appearances that t'lform persons con- 
• cerning use and nature. Just as words that have 
meaning may be used to inform, or report and words 
that have emotional association can be used to affect, 
shapes, textures, colors and ornament can inform 
or be affective. A white box-lil<e clap-boarded 
object about twenty feet by 'thirty feet in area 
possibly nine feet high, with a wedge shaped upper- 
storey penetrated by a parallel p' ism of bricic and 
having neatly glazed -rectangular openings with 
■latted frames on either side to shut them mjy be 
a genuine Cape Cod cottage. But an exaggerated 
tise of any of thesé féatures in another building 
may be purely affective. As affective language is 
the art of poetry, the affective use of materials is one 
of the plastic arts. If in the design of anything 
thought has been xivcn to shape and texture and 
choices made upon the basis of Icelin; then some 
kind of art has occurred. By this definition art is 
really a very cAmmon thinK and ought not to be 
thought of as rare or all of it spécially desirable 
or all the people who make it necessarily revered. 
In my vléw anyone who makes things with feelingi 



whether he is a tailor, cook or picture painter Is an 

artist of one sort or another. 

Y^HAT is necessary ii a guide to art in action so 
, that we can •avoid it when we want fomething 
use-ful and artless, have a degree of it when we 
want something practical and a little impressive 

and have it entirely when we want to be filled 
with a feeling of realization or carefree delight. 
Guides in the use of language distinguish between 
poetry that concerts. Is vividly informative or bril- 
liantly delightful in its music and the insidious 
poetry of commerce and Journalism that snares. 
Exhortations to want, be Jealous of, and buy in 
the advertisements or to hate, fear, or admire this 
or that in, the editorials are usually unrecognized 
as affective language and pass for some form of 
fact. 

piCTURES in frames ° like poetry may provoke 
thought and feeling, be abused. Ignored, or taken 
for granted, but news pictures in illustrated maga- 
zines are usually believed even though the art of 
taking, selecUng and touching up photographs is 
highly developed. A suitcase appearing to be a fine 
bit of hide may be found only to be a work of art 
leatherette in a heavy rain. Buildingi have im- 
pressive facades to. document their owners or to 
make their observera feel respectful, or reverent 
.Designs are artful in the impressions that they give 
or perhaps in the ways that they fool you. However, 
a suitcase or a building may belong to another order 
of art due to the excellence of design for a particular 
purpose, the skill of workmanship, the quality - of 
material, and the kind of feeling or understanding 
that their appearance consciously induces, this Is 
a rare and unusual happening which can never be 
taken for granted.

chicken farm, reports Harry Rasky 
of The Varsity. This "farm" boasts 
real live chickens — 150 of them. 
These chickens will, however, 
never adorn a dinner table. ' Tliey 
are all to be killed and thrown 
away. This is not a waste of food 
as one may think, as these particu- 
lar chickens are guinea pigs. 

Ail this poultry' is part of a re- 
search experiment on cancer. They 
are all pure bred thoroughbreds 
and were hatched in the incubators 
of the Ontario Agricultural College. 
They spent their early chickcnhood 
there, and were sent to the uni-' 
^ersity when they became old hen.<. 
• Each of the hens Is injected with 
a solution which produces a tûmor. 
These tumors are cut out of the 
animals and are used for study and 
reapplication io other chickens. 
The experiments are being carried 
out by Dr. W. R. Franks of the 
medical research department. They 
hope eventually to discover a cure 
for cancer. 

The chickens are all females and 
are of. the Plymouth rock or leg- 
horn variety. Most are in large 
wire cages, but some run loose in 
a pen. The cancer does not seem 
to interfere with their appetites. 
When Mr. Ra.<;ky saw them it was 
meal time' and they were munching 
hungrily on chicken feed. 

One of the supervisors said he 
had always wanted to have a chick- 
en ranch and this was the nearest 
that he had ever come to it: Alter 
seeing what happened to the poor 
old heas Mr. Rasky. the Varsity re- 
porter, had decided to become a 
vegetarian.

1 will 
make my arrows drunken with 
blood, and my iword shall devour 
flesh; from the blood of the slain 
and of the eaptives, from the crush- 
eh hand of the enemy." 

The entire 'Palestinian prob- 
lem" is. and always will be , a 
general problem. For some inex- 
plicable reasons the qiiestion of 
mankind has been linked up wilh 
the destiny of the Jews of which 
the Bible says: And in Thy seed 
snail all the nations of the earth 
be ble.ssed". (Gen. 22:18). It should 
be recognized clearly ,by all that 
this "problem" ii of profound signi- 
ficance to both Christian and Jew 
alike.

Every piece of land that 
the Jews now own has been bought 
and paid for.

The Arabs have 
been offered and have eagerly 
accepted equal membership In all 
trade unions, as well as civic and 
political nrganizatinns initialed by 
the Jews. Tlip only cnlcrpri.sc not 
open to Arabs is the Habima Drama 
theatre, and that because the Arabs 
don't speak Hebrew.

I point with 
pride to Palestine for Ole and all 
others to see. 

3. The present Arab population 
in Palestine is 15 times what it was 
before the.
